UN ENTRY OF GERMAN STATES--

(FRG) AGREED WITH US, UK AND FRENCH MISOFFS TEXT WAS 
PROPER ONE. MISOFFS THEN MET WITH TULINOV (USSR), WHO 
SAW NO PROBLEMS IN EARLY APPROVAL AND COLLECTION WIDE 
RANGE OF CO-SPONSORS AND SAID HE WOULD REPORT TO MOSCOW 
AND HE IN TOUCH SOON AS HE RECEIVED APPROVAL, WHICH HE

SETHI (INDIA), WHO ASKED IF USG PREPARED SEE UNCURK 
TERMINATED, OBSERVED IT WAS TOO EARLY FOR INDIAN POSITION 
ON KOREAN QUESTION BUT GROUP IN MFA SUPPORTED ROKS 
UN POSITION. HE SAID TRADITIONAL DPRK SUPPORTERS AT UN 
(ALGERIA, MAURITANIA) COMPLAINED THEY WERE IN DARK OVER 
DPRK INTENTIONS FOR UPCOMING GA. AND ALGERIAN SPECULATED 
NORTH AND SOUTH KOREA WOULD WORK OUT COMPROMISE AND PRESENT

YUGOSLAVIA) DRAFT RES (S/10974) WHICH, HE SAID, REFLECTED 
GREATEST COMMON MEASURE OF AGREEMENT AMONG SC MEMBERS 
AND WAS CONFINED TO FACTS AS THEY ARE TODAY. OTHER 
SPEAKERS WERE REPS KENYA, INDONESIA, YUGOSLAVIA, ISRAEL, 
TUNISIA, JORDAN, AND EGYPTIAN FONMIN. PRES CROWE (UK) 

STATED CO-SPONSORS WANTED 24-HOUR ADJOURNMENT SO DELS 
COULD RECEIVE INSTRUCTIONS. HE HOPED CONSULTATIONS WOULD 
TAKE PLACE IN INTERVENING PERIOD, AND SAID HE WAS 
AVAILABLE AS NECESSARY. NEXT MEETING SCHEDULED 10:30 
A.M. JULY 26 "WITH INTENTION OF COMING TO VOTE." 

INDIA— SEN TOLD COUNCIL REFERENCE TO PALESTINIANS COULD NOT 
BE IGNORED AND DRAFT REAFFIRMED SC RES 242 AND STRONGLY 
DEPLORED ISRAEL S CONTINUED OCCUPATION. IT ATTEMPTED NO 
MORE THAN PLACE COMBINED WISDOM OF SC AT DISPOSAL OF 
PARTIES "SO THEY MAY KNOW IN WHAT DIRECTION, IN OUR 
OPINION, THEY SHOULD MOVE." REFERRING TO JARRING MEMO, 

HE COMMENTED IT HAD BEEN AGREED TO "WITHOUT DISSENSION" 
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OVER YEARS. SAYING RESERVATIONS ON DRAFT "CAN ONLY BE 
VALID IF WE WISH TO SUPPORT, WHOLLY AND TOTALLY AND WITHOUT

KENYA— ODERO-JOWI WAS HAPPY RES 242 "NOT TAMPERED WITH

INDONESIA— SANI, CALLING ISRAELI OCCUPATION BARRIER TO 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION, SAID IT WAS NOT POSSIBLE TO INSIST TOO 
STRONGLY THAT THAT BARRIER BE LIFTED. HE ATTACHED GREAT 
IMPORTANCE TO REFERENCE TO RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS AND 
NOTED RES 242 MENTIONED IARRING SHOULD ACT NOT ONLY AS 
GO-BETWEEN BUT "PROVIDE AGREEMENT AND ASSIST EFFORTS TO 
ACHIEVE PEACEFUL AND ACCEPTED SETTLEMENT." 
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YUGOSLAVIA-MOJSOV STATED NEW DRAFT EMBODIED ENUMERATION 
OF FACTS THAT CHARACTERIZE PRESENT SITUATION AND POINTED 
OUT SC'S RESPONSIBILITIES AND TASKS. SITUATION MADE MORE 
DIFFICULT BY CHANGES OF DEMOGRAPHIC, ECONOMIC AND OTHER 
CHARACTERS CARRIED OUT BY ISRAEL IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, 

HE SAID, ADDING IT WAS NOT POSSIBLE TO CONCEAL PALESTINIAN 
FACTOR. 

ISRAEL-TEKOAH CALLED DRAFT RES ACT OF POLITICAL HOSTILITY 
WHICH DISREGARDED FACTS AND LAW AND MALIGNED ISRAEL IN 
ORDER PLEASE EGYPT. IT DID NOT MENTION NEED FOR AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN PARTIES; WOULD GIVE SUCCOR AND ENCOURAGEMENT TO 
HIJACKERS AND MURDERERS; AND WOULD MEAN END OF RES 242 
AS AGREED BASIS FOR PEACEFUL SOLUTION AND END OF UN ROLE 
IN THIS REGARD. AUTHORS OF DRAFT KNEW THEY WOULD HAVE 
AUTOMATIC MAJORITY- WHATEVER THEY PRODUCED. ABSURDITY 
OF PRESENT SITUATION WAS HEIGHTENED BY INTERNATIONAL 
CONDUCT OF THOSE WHO SUPPORTED ARAB CAUSE, HE SAID, 
SPECIFICALLY MENTIONING INDIA. ON EGYPT'S ATTITUDES AND 
ACTS, HE STATED THERE SEEMED ALWAYS TO BE "UNDERCURRENT 
OF COURTING DISASTER"; IT "HURLED ITSELF AGAINST WALL 
OF ITS OWN CREATION." HOWEVER, THERE WAS OPENING IN THIS WALL 
WHICH COULD BE PURSUED BY EGYPT'S ENTERING INTO SERIOUS 
DIALOGUE, TEKOAH CONCLUDED.

EGYPT - FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT QUOTED FROM TIME MAGAZINE INTER- 
VIEW IN WHICH DAYAN STATED NEXT 10 YEARS WOULD SEE BORDERS 
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OF ISRAEL FROZEN ALONG PRESENT LINES, UN HAD NO POWER, 

AND PALESTINIAN STATE CEASED TO EXIST. HE ALSO QUOTED 
DAYAN AS SAYING MOST IMPORTANT THING FOR ISRAEL WAS ARMS IT

TICS BUT OVER FACT ISRAELI TROOPS OCCUPIED PART OF JORDAN.

AD HOC COMITE ON TERRORISM - 

JAPANESE REP POINTED OUT IN COMITE JULY 25 JAL HIJACKING 
SHOWED NEED FOR NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL MEASURES. 

OTHER GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKERS WERE SWEDEN, ZAMBIA, AUSTRIA, 

HAITI AND GUINEA. JAPAN AND SWEDEN SAID STUDY OF CAUSES 
SHOULD NOT HOLD UP MEASURES, SWEDEN REVIEWED DIFFICULTIES 
RE CAUSES, AND HAITI THOUGHT THEM HARD TO IDENTIFY. JAPAN 
AND AUSTRIA COULD ACCEPT TWO SUBCOMITES. SPEAKING OF DEFINITION, 

JAPAN THOUGHT IT WOULD TAKE TOO LONG, AND SWEDEN SAW NEED FOR 
DESCRIBING TERRORISM BUT BELIEVED FRENCH-SUGGESTED DEFINITION 
FRAUGHT WITH AMBIGUITIES AND DIFFICULTY. POSITION OF LIBERA- 
TION MOVEMENTS STRONGLY SUPPORTED BY ZAMBIA AND GUINEA. 
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SPEAKERS’ LIST CLOSED WITH ALGERIA ADDED FOR JULY 30. 

BUREAU MEETING ON ORGANIZATION OF WORK BEGAN AT CLOSE OF 
COMITE'S AFTERNOON MEETING. 

JAPANESE REP NOTED GOJ SUGGESTED: INTERNAL MEASURES BY MEMBER 
STATES, INCLUDING EXCHANGE OF INFO AND MUTUAL JUDICIAL 
ASSISTANCE; ALL STATES BECOME PARTIES TO AND IMPLEMENT TOKYO, 

HAGUE AND MONTREAL CONVENTIONS; GA CONDEMN ACTS OF INTERNATIONAL 
TERRORISM; ESTABLISH MACHINERY TO DEAL WITH SUCH ACTS, I.E., 

CONVENTION. HE FAVORED REPORTING TO GA SOME METHODS OF 
VIOLENCE NEVER PERMISSIBLE. 

SWEDISH REP STATED IT WAS NECESSARY TO FIND COMMON DENOMINA- 
TOR OF UNACCEPTABLE ACTS, AND HE SUPPORTED WORKING ON SPE- 
CIFIC ACTS SUCH AS LETTER BOMBS AND TAKING HOSTAGES. ZAMBIAN 
REP TOLD COMITE IT SHOULD AT OUTSET AGREE ON SPECIAL STATUS 
OF FREEDOM FIGHTERS, AND HE HOPED SUBMIT DEFINITIVE PROPOSALS 
DEALING WITH CAUSES OF AND REMEDIES FOR TERRORISM FOR 
PURE CUPIDITY. 
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AUSTRIAN REP POINTED OUT OBSERVATIONS OF MEMBER STATES CONTAINED 
COMMON ELEMENTS: GRAVE CONCERN ABOUT INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM; 
URGENT NEED TO DEAL WITH PROBLEM EFFECTIVELY; RECOGNITION 
OF LEGITIMATE STRUGGLE FOR SELF-DETERMINATION. HE AGREED 
IT WOULD BE USEFUL TO DELINEATE SCOPE MORE CLEARLY WITH VIEW 
TO DRAFTING LEGAL INSTRUMENT BASED ON PEINCIPLE OF EXTRADITION 
OR PUNISHMENT. HAITIAN REP SUPPORTED INTER ALIA UK'S SUG- 
GESTIONS FOR GA RES. GUINEAN REP DEVOTED MUCH OF SPEECH 
TO CAUSES AND JUSTIFYING TERRORISM BY FREEDOM FIGHTERS, 

AND DECLARED QUICKEST SOLUTION TO PROBLEM WOULD BE RESTRUCTUR-
